Here, then, is a work for the farmers’ clubs, 
so to illustrate the principles involved in it, and 
so to enforce its importance as to lead every 
one to investigate for himself, and to examine 
lands drained and undrained, lying side by 
side, and learn the comparative profits which 
they yield. 

If this simple subject could be more under- 
stood, and lead to a corresponding practice by 
the members of a farmer’s club, it would af- 
ford more profit to each member, perhaps, 
than any other arising from the winter’s work. 
The subject, considered in all its bearings, 
might well oceupy the attention of the club for 
several evenings and we have no doubt with 
increasing interest, as its importance should be 


carting all away again in the spring.

BUCKWHEAT AND CORN CROP PAILCRES—DEEP 
PLOUGHING—HOME MADE HARKOW. 

In reply to your request I take one of these long 
evenings to write you a report of some of my suc- 
cesses—rather, I would say, “failures,” for I re- 
member that you once invited farmers to report 
their failures as well as their successes, . It may be 
remembered that 1 wrote you in August about 
sowing buckwheat on a piece of worn out land. 
Well, 1 sowed the buckwheat as I designed to do. 
After ploughing the ground I found the soil in a 
better state of fertility than I had supposed it was, 
so I sowed it without any manure. A part of it, 
however, was so. dry it did not come up. Only a 
smal! portion was worth ploughing in, so that ex- 
periment did not amount to much. 

Next comes my corn crop. I will remark that 
of late years I have been ploughing deeper than 
usual—say, about two inches, I find I do not get 
so much corn the first year, as when I ploughed 
more shallow, because, as 1 suppose, I do not have

THE BLOOD, AND ITS CIRCULATION, | 

In all organized beings—that is, in all be- | 
ings endowed with life, the process of nutri- 
tion and growth is carried on by means of a 
circulating fluid. In the vegetable kingdom, 
this fluid is called sap; in animals it is* called 
blood. The blocd of insects is without color, 
while that of fishes is red in the gills, heart, | 
and liver, but nearly colorless in other parts | 
of the body. In mammals, or animals which 
suckle their young, and in birds and reptiles, 
the blood is of a dark purple color when 
drawn from a vein, and of a bright scarlet 
when it comes from an artery. 

Soon after blood is taken from a living ani- 
mal, it begins to coagulate, or become solid ; 
and if allowed to stand for a few hours, the | 
clot will be found diminished in size, firmer 
than before, and floating in the midst of a 
yellowish fluid, called serwin. 

“ ‘The serum, or liquid which remains after 
coagulation, is composed principally of albu- 
men and water. Albumen is a colorless semi- 
fluid when pure, but is eoagulated or har-

REVIEW OF THE WEEK. 

Our foreign news is quite interesting. Up 
to the 4th inst., the subscriptions for the Chi- 
cago sufferers, as reported in London, were 
over $250,000, and still increasing. The French 
and English Governments have agreed on a 
modification of the commercial treaty. The 
question of international copyright continues 
to agitate the world of authors and publish- 
ers. Parliament is further prorogued till 
December 27. 

A special despatch from Paris to London 
contains the statement that a plot against the 
government of Spain of a dangerous character 
has been discovered in that city. A commu- 
nist convicted of firing buildings in Paris has 
been sentenced to death. M. Thiers has again 
refused an appeal of Victor Hugo to pardon 
Henri Rochefort. Names are announced, 
which are believed to be accurate, of those 
who are to form the new Austrian ministry. 
Baron von Kellersperg, who is to be presi- 
dent, declares that he will continue that pol- 
icy which forced Count Hohenwart to retire, 
and that he will make no compromise. In 
the Bohemian diet, on Saturday, an imperial 
rescript was read, warning the members that 
if they fail to recognize the supremacy of the 
fundamental laws of the empire the gravest 
consequences will ensue. The treatment of 
the International Society by the Government, 
is to be a subject of attack by the Radical 
Varty in the Spanish Cortes this week. By 
the passage of the Prussian war fund bill in 
the Reichstag on Saturday, the powers of the 
Emperor are increased, and he is enabled to 
take prompt and positive measures, offensive 
or defensive, if circumstances demand such 
should arise. It is believed that this action 
has special significance in the present state of 
affairs in Enrope. 

California news states that the Chinese com- 
panies are about to sue the city of Los An- 
gelos for the murder of their countrymen by 
a mob. More Indian depredations are re- 
ported in Arizona, and the band are said to 
have been under the lead of Cochise, who 
lately made peace with the commissioners. 

Mexican news contradicts the surrender of 
Saltillo. Trevino still besieges the place. 
Nearly all the State Governors have offered 
their services to suppress the Monterey move- 
ment. 

The annual fall election in this State on 
Tuesday resulted in the choice of the Repub- 
liean ticket by an increased majority over last

THE GEOLOGICAL SURVEY OF THE 
TERRITORIES. 

Professor Hayden, chief of the geological 
survey of the territories, returned on the 24th, 
from a most interesting exploration of the val- 
ley of the upper Yellowstone River and Lake 
and the sources of the Snake and Missouri riv- 
ers in southern Montania. The party with Pro- 
fessor Hayden number thirty-five and spent 
nearly seven weeks in this wonderful region. 
The Yellowstone Lake, eight thousand feet 
above the sea-level, the highest lake in the 
world except Titicaca, in Peru, was thorough- 
ly sounded and explored, and the districts in 
which are the remarkable hot springs careful- 
ly surveyed and the temperature of the waters 
recorded. In the Fire-Hole Basin, in the val- 
ley of the Fire-Hole River, are between one 
thousand and fifteen hundred of these hot 
springs, the temperature of which ranges 
from 108 to 195 degrees, the boiling point of 
water at that elevation being only 192°. The 
*‘Grant” geyser throws a column of hot water 
eight feet in diameter to a height of over two 
hundred feet at regular intervals of thirty-two 
hours, while others are almost in continuous 
operation. The geological formation of the 
valley is wholly voleanic. ‘The soil is fertile, 
but unproductive owing to its great elevation 
and low temperature. Professor Hayden 
brought backewith him several tons of geolog- 
ical specimens which are now at the Smith- 
sonian Institute, and will begin at once the 
preparation of his report. 





THE AGASSIZ EXPEDITION STEAMER. 

The U.S. steamer Hassler, Commander 
P. C, Johnson, which was built at Kaign’s 
Point, Pa., for the exploration 
voyage of Prof. Agassiz, left Philadelphia for 
this harbor Tuesday, 31st, arriving here on 
Sunday.

She is 165 feet long, with 25 feet 
beam, and 10 feet hold; contains compound 
engines, with double cylinders, the largest be- 
ing 28 by 28. The Hassler has a reeling en- 
gine and many other modern appliances for 
facilitating scientific experiments. Dr. White 
of Philadelphia will accompany the party as 
analytical chemist. The crew and passen- 
gers who left Philadelphia number fifty per- 
sons. Commander Johnson will lie to in this 
port ten days, after which the distinguished 
party, Prof. Agassiz, Dr. Hill, Comte de Pour- 
tales, Mr. D. Steindacher and Mr. Blake will 
join the Philadelphia delegation and sail to St. 
Thomas, thence to Rio Janeiro: thence to 
Montevideo, from there to the Falkland 
Islands and through the Straits of Magellan, 
where a month will be spent in examining the 
glaciers. The voyage will then be continued 
to Talcahuana, Valparaiso, Juan Fernandez, 
Callao, Guayaquil, the Gallapagos Isles, and 
thence to San Francisco, where Prof Agassiz 
and his party will leave, returning overland, 
and the Hassler will proceed on a Western 
coast survey. She was constructed by Gov- 
ernment for coast survey, ata cost of $63,- 
000. The Hassler’s whole trip will occupy 
from six to eight months.

CHESAPEAKE AND OHIO RATLROAD— 
WESTERN EXTENSION. 

From Mr. Nordhoff’s letters to the New York 
Tribune, from Virginia, we extract the following 
account of the portion of the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Railroad now in operation, and which is separated 
from the Western Division on which rails are laid 
by a link of about 100 miles, which is to be finished 
in less than a year :— 

“East of the White Sulphur, and between that 
point and Covington, we = over that part of 

e and Ohio road which was sur- 
v and built by the State of V ia before the 
war. This part of the line crosses the Alleghanies, 
and the work done here, in tunnels and cuttings, 
is remarkable for its courage and that disregard of 
cost which is a characteristic of Government work. 
The Virginia Central Railroad was com 1, from 
Richmond to Covington, a distance of 205 miles, in 
1861. While it was building, the State of Virginia 
undertook to build a railroad from Covington to 
the Ohio River, to complete the line from the West 
to tide-water. On this work the State spent $3,- 
400,000, and what it did was magnificently done. 
The masonry tunnels are all donble-tracked, the 
cuts are straight and clean,fand the line its engi- 
neers laid has admirably low grades and easy 
curves. 

But the war sto pe this work. After the war 
the State was une e to finish it, and finally a law 
was passed’granting to the Virginia Central Com- 

any all the franchise and — of that portion 

gun by the State, on the condition that they 
should complete it to the Ohioj River. The two 
portions were consolidated under a new name—the 
Chesapeake and Ohio—and, at a later period, New 
York capitalists, discovering the great advantages 
of the route, andfits immense resources, stepped in 
with abundant means and determined to complete 
thework. They receive from the State a free gift 
of all that the State had done west of Covington; 
are relieved from taxation until the dividends reach 
10 per cent., and have some other important privi- 
leges. The gentlemen who thus seized upon what 
seems to me one of the greatest opportunities in the 
country fora solid and profitable investment of 
capital, were Messrs. A. A. Low, Wm. H. Aspin- 
wall, Jonas G. Clark, Richard Irwin, Wm. B. 
Hatch, P. Fisk, and C. P. Huntington, the last 
named being President of the Company. 

Gen. W. C. Wickham, Gen. Anderson, and sev- 
eral other Virginians are also among the Directors. 
With men like these at the head of it the work is 
going on rapidly, and will be completed next Oc- 
tober. I have been struck, all along the new line 
now building, with the solidity of the masonry and 
the thoroughness with which every part of the work 
is done. The tunnels and bridges are all, with the 
exception of two tunnels, prepared for a double 
track ; the whole line can be double-tracked at a 
comparatively small expense whenever it becomes 
necessary, and the land investments made not pnly 
at Huntington, but along the line, at every point 
where there is likely to be an important town, 
promise in themselves to pay magniticently. The 
work is done for cash, and accordingly there is no 
waste; with a country of wonderful mineral and 
other wealth to develop, and western connections, 
which will make it, when completed, one of the 
great through lines connecting the West with tide- 
water—considering also its low grades, and its 
small cost compared with other through lines, it 
will have great advantages over its competitors.” 





Sap Accipenr at Newron.—On Tuesday 
night, 7th, Mr. Frank Winslow, for many 
years connected with the business office of the 
Journal, was fatally injured while returning 
to his home at Newton.

DESTRUCTIVE FIRES. 

On Monday, 8 fire broke out in the Casco 
Brewery, Portland, Me., owned and occupied 
by Messrs. J. & P. McGlinchy. ‘The fire 
caught in the porter drying malt still, and in 
five minutes the main building, the wind being 
quite strong, was ablaze. The rear extension 
was greatly damaged. The hydrant water 
supply gave out and resort was made to a res- 
ervoir owned by Messrs. McGlinchy. The 
fire was finally subdued, the building being 
partially destroyed. The loss of barley and 
malt and damage to ale and porter was large. 
The whole loss on building and stock was 
about $25,000; insured for $32,000. 

Barrett & Co,’s acid works, in London, On- 


tario, were burned on the 31st ult. Loss, 
$15,000; insurance, $5,000. 
Bathgate’s tannery, Newark, N. J., was 


nearly destroyed by fire on the 3d. Loss $75,- 
000; insurance, $21,000. 

McKee’s flouring-mill in Alleghany, Penn., 
was burned on Wednesday night, the Ist inst. 
Loss estimated at $35,000; insurance $21,- 
000. 

Leavitt's dry goods store at Mineral Ridge, 
O., was burned on Thursday, the 2d. Loss, 
$20,000; insured. 

Skead’s lumber mill, near Ottawa, Can., 
with, half a million feet of lumber, was burned 
to-day. Loss $40,000 ; insured for $20,000, 
including $4000 each in the Etna and Hart- 
ford. . 

Wilson’s saw-mill at Highshire, Pa., was 
burned on the 3ist. Loss, $15,000; insured. 
$5000, 

The tin factory of Messrs. Frazer, Bell & 
Loughram, Brooklyn, N. Y., was damaged by 
fire on the Ist, to the extent of $18,000, of 
which $15,000 was upon stock, and the re- 
mainder upon the building. Insured for$45,- 
000. The flames were started by the acciden- 
tal boiling over of a kettle of fat. Two hun- 
dred persons are thrown out of employment in 
consequence. 

Moorhead’s furniture factory and residence 
also a small cabinet shop, were burned in Lon- 
don, Ont., Monday night. It throws about 
100 mechanics out of employment. Moorhead’s 
insurance was $46,000. The total loss was 
over $90,000. 

The mills of the Stewart Paper Company of 
Brookville, Ind., were burned Sunday. Loss 
$75,000; insurance $25,000. 

Monday morning a fire broke out in the 
moulding mills at 231, 233 235 East 42d street 
New York, occupied by Jackson & Matz. 
Loss $40,000; half insured. Thomas Duffy's 


loss is $20,000; insured for $10,000. The 
fire extended to 237 and 259 East 42d street, 
occupied by McKenzie & Weyder. Loss 


about $10,000; partly insured. Several ad- 
joining buildings on Second avenue were dam- 
aged. 





CAICAGO ITEMS. 

One of the Chicago aldermen, Mr. Holden, 
is accused of appropriating to his own use 
$15,000 of the relief funds. He had acted as 
Treasurer of a relief society, formed just after 
the fire. He is candidate for Mayor, and is 
charged with using the money to secure his 
election. 

Gov. Palmer of Illinois, has taken steps to 
bring the subject of the illegal use of troops 
by Mayor Mason, of Chicago, and Gen. 
Sheridan, which resulted in the death of Col. 
Grosvenor, before the Grand Jury of Cook 
County. 

The State Attorney General has commenc- 
ed proceedings against the following insur- 
ance companies, upon the official statement 
of the State Auditor that their assets are 
insuflicient to Jjustity the continuance of busi- 
ness: Chicago Fireman’s, assets $375,000, 
losses $7,000,000; Merchants’, assets $900,- 
000, losses $6,000,000; Chicago Fire, assets 
£400,000, losses $3,000,000 ; Germania, assets 
$260,000, losses $1,500,000: State, assets 
$250,000, losses $2,000,000; Mutual Securi- 
ty, assets $511,000, losses $1,800,000. Total 
assets about $3,000,000; losses about $20,- 
000,000. : ee 

The action of the underwriters in increas- 
ing the rates of insurance in grain in store is

fire rates are 5 per cent. for six months, 12 
per cent. for one month and 13 per cent. for 
two days. The Tribune says these rates are 
simply ruinous, and if continued will destroy 
the business. The danger of losses in ele- 
vators has been greatly eaeened by fire, and 
certainly the risks are no greater now than 
ever. 

The destitute wetims of the fire, now re- 
ceiving aid from the relief society, has con- 
siderably decreased owing to the fact that 
many are receiving employment at good 
wages. The number of families now receiv- 
ing aid is about 14,000, or 63,000 persons. 





New Hampsuire Farmers’ CONVENTION. 
—The Grand Farmers’ Convention, under the 
auspices of the New Hampshire board of Ag- 
riculture, is to commence at the City Hall in 
Manchester, Dec. 12, to continue three days. 
The premium list for the best specimens of 
grains, vegetables and the products of the 
dairy will soon be published. The State Ag- 
ricultural Society will on this occasion pay 
liberal premiums for the best specimens of 
seed corn, in the same manner as have been 
so liberally paid by Hon. Jolm D. Lyman for 
a few years past. 





European anp Norra American Rat- 
way.—The Bangor Whig learns that on and 
after the 13th of November a train will be 
run from that city to St. John, N. B., over 
the European and North American Railway, 
in the night, starting on the arrival of the 
Maine Central mail train from the West. The 
way or local mail will be carried on the night 
trains, while the through mails will be taken 
on both night and day trains.

THE ELECTIONS. 

On Tuesday, State elections were held in 
Massachusetts, New York, New Jersey, Mary- 
land, Illinois, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Virgin- 
ia and Mississippi. Our returns, Wednesday 
morning, are incomplete but sufficient to show 
the general result. 

In this State, returns have been received 
from 284 towns, leaving only 56 towns to be 
heard from. The total vote for Governor in 
these towns is as follows :—Washburne, Rep., 
69,063 ; Adams, Dem., 44,799; Chamberlain, 
Labor Reform, 5908; Pitman, Prohibition, 
5910; total 125,680, These towns last year 
polled a vote of 139,900, showing that the to- 
tal vote has fallen off some 12 per cent. This 
was indicated during the day by the general 
quiet, hardly anything showing that a general 
election was being held, except in some of the 
larger cities and towns, where local questions 
existed to call out a full vote. The Advertiser 
thus sums up the comparative results in the 
several counties :— 

Suffolk county shows a republican loss of 1666, 
and a democratic loss of 1986, while the labor-re- 
formers and prohibitionists have fallen off from 
2186 to 1228. Franklin county shows a republican 
gain of 91, and a democratic gain of 295; the others 
fall off from 228 to 183. Essex shows a republican 
gain of 744, a democratie gain of 1366 and a loss in 
the remaining vote of 4049. > ae gains 226 
republican votes and loses 1082 democratic, the 
others falling from 876 to 476. Norfolk has lost 78 
republican votes, 300 democratic and 607 of all oth- 
ers. Plymouth has gained 397 republican and lost 
28 democratic votes ; the others have declined from 
1278 to 618. Worcester shows 446 republican and 
916 democratic loss, while the other two parties 
show a less proportionate loss than in most of the 
other counties —from 2559 to 1728. Hampshire 
about holds its own; republican gain of 251, demo- 
cratic loss 43, labor reform and prohibition 202. 
Berkshire threw 514 more republican votes and 238 
more for Adams than last year, and he other vote 
fell off 634, Middlesex gains 480 republican and 263 
democratic voters, losing 1171 on the labor platform 
and prohibitory vote, Bristol shows a falling offall 
round—a republican loss of 959, a democratic loss ef 
424 and a labor reform and prohibitory Joss of 361. 
Barnstable shows the heaviest proportionate repub- 
lican loss 443, and a democratic gain of 81 and a loss 
to the other party of 64. The total vote in the towns 
reported this morning was 139,900. This loss of 
4220 is divided as follows: Republican, 1636; dem- 
ocratic gain, 6302; labor reform and prohibitory 
loss, 8886. 

The Legislature is largely Republican, the 
Senate standing 34 Rep., 4 Dem., and 2 doubt- 
ful — about the same proportion as last year. 
The House stands 176 republicans to 53 dem- 
ocrats and 2 labor reformers —a republican 
loss of 5 and a democratic gain of 16. 

The gubernatorial vote in this city is as fol- 
lows: Washburne, 8561; Adams, 7848; 
Chamberlain, 310; Pitman, 810. The total 
vote is some 6000 less than last year. The 





entire Republican State ticketgis chosen. In 
this city J. Wilder May, R., is chosen District 
Attorney, and Patrick R. Guiney, D., and L. 
R., Registration of Probate. 

The Other States. 

The election in New York city passed off 
much more quietly than had been anticipated. 
Gov. Hoffman had ordered four regiments to 
be held in readiness to suppress any riot, but 
fortunately their services were not required. 
The vote in the city show# a Democratic ma- 
jority of 30,000, and in Brooklyn the Demo- 
cratic majority is 5000. The returns indicate 
a Republican majority in the State. Three 
hundred towns give a gain to the Republicans, 
over last year’s vote of 13,000, and it is es- 
timated the Republican majority will reach 
35,000. The Legislature will be Republican 
by a large majority, the precise proportion, 
however, is not yet ascertained. The Repub- 
licans are estimated to have 28 Senators out 
82, and a handsome majority in the Assembly. 
W. M. Tweed was elected to the Senate in 
the 4th District, by a majority of 12,000. 

“The New York papers generally regard the 
result of the election as the overthrow @ the 
Tammany party. 

In New Jersey, Parker, Dem., is proba- 
bly elected Governor, by a majority of from 
300 to 500. The Legislature ts Republican 
in both branches. e 

The. Democrats have carried Maryland—n 
figures as yet. Latest advices report the 
vote close, and the Republicans claim a ma- 
jority. 

The vote in Wisconsin was large and re- 
turns indicate the election of Washburn for 
Governor, and a Republican majority in the 
Legislature. 

There are few returns from Minnesota. 
Fifty-seven towns and cities give Austin, 
Rep., for Governor, 1000 majority... 

We have little from Illinois. A dispatch 
from Chicago says :— 

The returns from 39 out of 81 precincts 
give Medill, for mayor, 9281, and Holden 
1856. It is thought that Medill’s majority 
will reach 15,000. The fire-proof candidates 
for aldermen are elected in 19 of the 20 
wards. Beveridge, republican candidate for 
Congress-man at large is elected by 25,000 
to 30,000. 

Returns from Virginia show increased ma- 
jorities for the Conservatives, and a proba- 
bility that they will carry their ticket by 
20,000 majority, with @ large majority in both 
branches of the Legislature. 

The Democrats appear to have carried Ar- 
kansas. No official returns. 





POLITICAL ITEMS. 

The Civil Service Commission are consider- 
ing the subject of postmasters. It is thought 
that those receiving salaries of less than $100 
annually, numbering 22,000 of the total 30,- 
000, should not submit to a competitive ex- 
amination, the offices being for mere neigh- 
borhood accommodation and not profit. 

There is the highest authority for the state- 
ment that the Postmaster-General will, in his 
forthcoming report, earnestly recommend the 


adoption of the postal telegraph system. He 
has received a petition, signed by several 


thousand of the most influential business firms 
throughout the country, urging its adoption. 

Victoria C. Woodhull, Tennie C, Claflin, 
and a number of other strong-minded women 
of New York registered last week, and de- 
clared they would vote on Tuesday. 

The President on Saturday appointed 
George H. Boker of Pennsylvania minister 
resident at Constantinople, vice McVeagh re- 
signed, and John Hart How consul at ‘Hako 
dadi. 

John S. Thompson, the newly appointed 
Warden of the New Hampshire State Prison, 
declines to accept the position. 

The United States and other Consuls in 
Alsace have _ been notified to take down their 
countries’ arms from their houses. Having 
been accredited to the French Government, 
they are not recognized by the German au- 
thorities. 

Gen. Geo. B. Williams of Indiana, Deputy 
signed his position to accept an appointment 
under the Japanese Government. He has 
been offered and has accepted a salary of $10,- 
000 per annum to go to Japan and introduce 
there the American system of internal revenue 
taxation. He will leave very shortly for his 
new post of duty. 

The registration of the voters of the District 
of Columbia shows 7692 whites and 6180 col- 
ored, The number will be increased by a cor- 
rect census and additions. 

It is ascertained from a high official source 
that the leaders or prominent men connected 
with the Ku-Klux now in jail in South Caroli- 
na will be retained until trial. Other prison- 
ers of less consequence will be released on 
bail. a 

It is stated that Hamilton Fish will not re- 
turn to Washington this winter, having re- 
signed the Secretaryship of State. But— all 
this is denied. In politics, as in show life, 
‘*you pays your money, and yon takes your 
choice !” 

The registration of voters in New York 
city closed on Saturday last. The whole num- 
ber registered was 152,502, an increase of 
9926 over last year. The Times says that this 
year’s registration probably includes far less 
of the repeating element than 1870, and be- 
lieves that the vote will come closely up to the 
registry, which is the largest ever known, and 
that the entire increase is due to voters who 
went for reform. 

The Cincinnati Enquirer, the leading organ 
of the Democracy of Ohio, editorially express- 
es its preference for Thomas A. Scott of Penn- 
sylvania as the Democratic candidate for the 
Presidency. 

A dispatch from Springfield, Ill., says that 
Governor Palmer is preparing a message for 
the Legislature, which meets on the 15th, in 
which the controversy between himself and the 
United States authorities, with all the corres- 
pondence relative to the military occupation of 
the city during the fire, will form a conspicu- 
ous part. 

Napoleon expresses the conviction that an 
alliance between England, France and Russia 
will become imperative. 

The New Hampshire Democratic State Con- 
vention is to be held in Concord, Dec. 13. 
The Labor Reformers will hold theirs in the 
same place, Dec. 7. 

A Presidential proclamation revokes the sus- 
pension of the habeas corpus in Marion county 
South Carolina. The proclamation further 
proclaims a suspension of the habeas.corpus in 
Union county. 





Groraia Poritics.—The Legislature of 
Georgia met in Atlanta on the 31st. Both 
Houses organized and adjourned until next 
day. 

The Legislature recognized Benjamin Con- 
ley, (Republican,) as Acting Governor, on the 
3d, and a bill was introduced for a special 
election for Governor in December. The mes- 
sage of acting-Governor Conley was read on 
Saturday. He said nothing about the elec- 
tions. He hopes there will be no ground for 
further reconstruction, promises retrenchment 
and says that he cannot yet tell of the disposi- 
tion of the State bonds, but urges an invésti- 
gation of the matter. He counsels the execu- 
tion of the laws and promises to use the par- 
doning power sparingly. He advocates free 
education, but opposes mixed schools, and de- 
sires that the obligations of the State shall be 
faithfully met.

CROP PROSPECTS. 

Wheat.—The New York World says that in bread- 
stufls, “A falling off in receipts of grain at the West 
caused the development of some speculative action in 
flour, wheat, and corn, with some advance in prices, 
favored for a time by a decline in ocean freights, which 
enabled shippers to meet the higher prices demanded. 
But ocean freights have advanced, and foreign accounts 
continue dull; receipts of flour and wheat at this mar. 
ket continue free; receivers sent large quantities to 
store, but the anxiety to sell increased, and a part of 
the advance was lost. Stocks of grain in store are now 
pretty large for the season, but there is not sufficient 
quantity now coming forward to justify anticipations 
ofamuch farther increase before inland uavigation 
shall close for the season, and after that time we shal) 


f 


be dependent on supplies in store and such small quan- 
tities as can be gotten forward by our over burdened 
railways.” The same paper of another date, referring 
to the want of speculative confidence in nearly all bran- 
ebes of trade, says that, “under these circumstances 
the support of prices devolves upon the producers— 
the planters, farmers, graziers, dairymen, &c,—and if 
they insist upon hastening thelr products to market, 
they must expect for some months to come to accept 
relatively small returns,” 

Trafton’s New York Produce Erchange Reporter, 
says “the very protracted drought at the West and 
Southwest has prevented many farmers trom getting in 
their autumn sced, This alone is enough to prevent 
them from selling freely; added to this the immense 
joss of grain at the West by fire, and there is little to 
encoursge the hope of low prices, until we have another 
good crop. The wants of many of the Southern States, 
instead of diminishing, are steadily increasing, as what 
they produced is alrcady nearly exhausted, * * * The 
Government reports of the yield of wheat are not cor- 
rect, and having been widely circulated, they have mis- 
led the public. We are of the opinion, after a careful 
examination of the subject, that our surplus has been 
| sea magnified, and we are fully convinced that we 

ave nota great deal of wheat to sparc, but time only 
can fully determine this. The interruption of business 
by the great fires at the West during this year, 
is likely to exert a greater influence on future onapnse 
than the public have generally supposed, and the 
drought there is of far greater importance than we have 
intimated.” 

As to European prospects, the Mark Lane Express, 
Oct, 16, after some remarks on the weather, and the 
fall seeding, and referring to the great calamity at 
Chicago and its effect on supplies, says: “Already, in 
fact, an advance is noted in several places as the con- 
sequence, with more firmness in the London market. 
But so long as large foreign arrivals pour in, and prices 
are comparatively thigh, we do not expect any mat 
rial difference before Christmas. Moreover, before the 
Black Sea is closed by frost, we expect large shipments 
thence will be made both for this country and France, 
quite sufficient to meet more than immediate claims. 

ur country wheat markets have generally given way 
about ls. per quarter, and in some places more, on the 
score of condition, which {is not at all likely to improve 
by the usual autumnal fogs. In Europe there has been 
very little change and scarcely any in France; but the 
appearance of foreign speculators in Spain, where prices 
were comparatively low, has further enhanced values. 
Under all*theee circumstances, moderate flnctuations 

rice seem likely to rule till matters are more plain.” 

The Express also has a report on the grain trade of 
France, dated Paris, Oct. 14, in which it is said: “The 

ice of wheat aad flour has again advanced this week, 

er a firmness at the previous rates. The further the 
threshing advances, the more agpeoent ia it that the de- 
ficiency in the crop is very serious. If Parisian apecu- 
lation, in consequence of political events, is restricted 
in ite Operations, it has not succumbed to its hindran- 
ces; but in proportion to its means of action, has sup- 
po the advance, without which the importations 
would have been insufficient, if notimposrible.” At the 
same time it appears that epeculation is checked by the 
fears of “the monetary crisis by which entire Europe 
is threatened,” but not so much as to prevent an ad- 
wanee iu 42 Fenech markets, while only 7 declined and 
54 remained without change. And itis also said that 
“inferior grain is everywhere advancivg;” and that 
“the rise in rye is explained naturally by that in wheat, 
that grain forming a much greater part of the food of 
man when wheat is scarce and dear.” 

Coarse Grains.— Althoggh there is reason to believe 
barley, oate and corn ha not turned out as well as 
reported by the Ag. Dept., yet itis evident that the 
condition of money matters may keep prices at mod- 
crate rates, The very high price of hops may have a 
tendency to keep barley down; while the export dé 
mand for corn is not yet, nor perhaps soon likely to be, 
sufficient to cause much advance in prices. 

Hops.—The World says that “the market though 
quiet remains firm, Keceipts are liberal, and a consid 
erable stock is accumulating in store here; a few bales 
are arriving from Europe and California—just enough 
to defeat extreme views for fancy hops of domestic 
growth. Brewers buy only to supply immediate 
wants.” Keports from Europe show that few hops 
can be expected from there, as both in England and 
Germany they are higher than in this country. 

Dairy Products —An advance on cheese in Liver- 
pool, hasted to somewhat better prices here; but a 
business failure in New York, by which many factories 
suffer, has had a tendency to check the advance that 
might otherwise have taken place. Still better prices 
are paid, and the rather moderate receipts may lead to 
better prospects for future markets, ‘The Utica /erald 
says that, at New York, the receipts and export« from 
January Ist to November Ist, for the years 1570 and 
1871, compare as follows :—

The wool market continues rather quiet, and mos 
buyers operating only to the extent of their immediate 
wants, ostof the large manufacturers are temp 
rarily supplied, but many small consumers are obliged 
to come in frequently to meet current requirements 
Owing to the moncy pressure, and the continued du 
nese of the goods market, wool buyers ar 
looking around for bargains, and thore who a 
to operate on a cash basis have lately been « 
cure them, #0 far as the finer grades of staple are con- 
cerned, 

There are some strong holders, however, who are 
not affected by the pecuniary considerations whicb 
just now influence the market, and who consequently 
turn a deaf ear to all propositions which do not com: | 
to the full previous range of prices. But there is» 
disposition, either on the partof weak or strong, to 
make concessions to time buyers, and such tnvarial y 
find the market firm, and look in vain for soft «pow 
among our prominent wool houses. Thore who have 
cash to work with will not negotiate unless they ca 
make it tell on the score of values, and many such have 
lately taken advantage of the stringency in financial 
affairs to pick up round lots of wool, at prices lower 
than they can probably be duplicated for at any futur 
time during the balance of the season. 

The presumption now is, that about all the « heap 
lots, recently thrown on the market by the necessities 
of weak holders have been taken up. Hence, there is 
no visible pressure to realize, and the feeling is

more settled. In fact, stocks in all other Eastern mar 
kets have become so far reduced, that it is probab) 


consumers in other sections will be obliged to resort to 
this, to a greater or lees extent, to supply their futur: 
wants, There is no full assortment of domestic wools 
at any other point upon the seaboard, and the Wester:

_Hon. Hiram Davis, for many years Judge 
of the Supreme Court and presiding Judge of 
the late Court of Appeals, died Sunday at Uti- 
ca, N. Y., aged 72. 

Lieut. Cessatoff of the Russian Navy, who 
was prominent in rescuing American officers 
and sailors when the Idaho was run down, 
near Japan, died at the Naval Hospital, New 
York, on the Ist inst. Several officers of the 
Idaho attended him during his sickness. He 
was buried at the Navy Yard Friday. The 
funeral was attended by the Russian Minister, 
Catacazy, by other Russian officials here, and 
all the American naval officers in port. 

Mrs. Ruth Davis, widow of the late Perry 
Davis, inventor of the widely-celebrated Da- 
vis’ Pain-killer, died in Providence, R. I., on 
the Ist inst., at the age of four-score years. 

Rev. Robert Collyer has an invitation from 
the faculty and students of Cornell University 
to make a first-class horse-shoe for them with 
his own hands, and in consideration of the 
work of art they will give $2000 to the city. 

William A. Brooks, Esq., a prominent citi- 
zen of Augusta, Me., died a few days since. 
He had for many years been connected with 
the banking institutions of that city. 

Sir Edwin Landseer, R. A., the great Eng- 
lish painter, is seriously ill. 

Second Lieut. Frederick Grant, 4th Caval- 
ry, eldest son of the President, has been or- 
dered to report to Gen. Sherman, to accompa- 
ny him to Europe in the Wabash, on his tour 
of inspection. 

Rev. Orville Dewey, D. D., who preached 
with much power at Hollis Street Church last 
Sunday evening, is seventy-seven years old. 

Jonathan Morgan, the oldest member of 
the Cumberland Bar, was found dead in his 
room at Portland, last Monday. He was a 
man of eccentric habits and dress, and has 
lived alone in his office, surrounded by com- 
positions and models of machinery as -eccen- 
tric as himself, longer than most of his fellow 
citizens can recollect. He was born in Brimfield, 
Mass., March 4, 1778, being consequently al- 
most ninety-four years old. 





DISASTER TO THE WHALING FLEET. 

We have news by way of San Francisco of 
a serious disaster to the whaling fleet. The 
telegraph gives the following particulars.— 

The steamship Moses Taylor, from Austra- 
lia, reports a terrible disaster to the Arctic 
whaling fleet, which was caught in the ice. 
Thirty-three vessels were crushed or abandon- 
ed. ‘The captains of the whalers Arctic, Gay 
Head, Eliza Swift, Reindeer, Eugenia and 
Pacific had arrived at Honolulu, and furnished 
the following details : The vessels commenced 
arriving, says Capt. ‘Thaddeus, on the first of 
May. On the first of June the ice opened 
and let the fleet up within sight of a Nav- 
arino. The fleet, working northward, found 
some whales crossing the Sea of Anadyr, and 
in the Behring Sea more and plenty, but ex- 
perienced much trouble from ice, amd when 
‘he fleet arrived at Cape Behring and Flower 
Lay the whales had passed through into the 
Avctic Ocean, whither the fleet followed, 
meeting with fair success, until about the 1st 
of ‘September, when ice-floes and bergs to 
a great extent commenced drifting down, and 
by the 10th a number of vessels had been sunk 
and the bulk of the remainder were ashore. 
On Sept. 2 the brig Comet sunk, and on the 
7th the Roman was Grifted bodily out to sea 
by two floes and crushed like an egg-shell. The 
crew narrowly escaped. The Florida and 
Victoria, of San Francisco, were also crushed. 
Sept. 13 the captains of the fleet hemmed in 
between Boint Belcher and Wainwright In- 
let held a meeting and resolved to abandon 
the vessels, in order to save the lives of the 
crews, which was done, and 1200 sailors took 
refuge on board the remainder of the fleet, 
which had been fortunate enough to esca 
outside before the ice had closed in on the 
vessels. The vessels abandoned are the Con- 
eordia, Gayhead, George, John Wells, Massa- 
chusetts, J. D. Thompson, Contest, G. Mor- 

, Champion, Henry Tabor, E. Swift, O. 
roche, Navy, Reindeer, Fanny, i? 
Howland, Pacific, Eugenia, Kabola, T. Dick- 
inson, Florida, Julian, Awashonks, Minerva, 
William Rotch, Mary, Roman and Comet. 

It is supposed that the whole number lost 
will reach 33. The vessels known to be safe, 
with the oil secured, are as follows: Arctic, 
with 480 bbls.; Progress, 250; Chance, 220 
sperm and 280 whale ; Daniel Webster, 250 ; 

oda, 725 ; Europa, 330; Midas, 450 whale 
and 140 sperm. All the abandonéd vessels, 
it is believed, will be a total loss, there being 
little thance of recovering even the cargoes 
in the spring. The ice drove down from the 
northwest, ap the fleet on the mud banks 
in the ice, grounding in 14 feet of water. 

Nearly 600 of the wrecked sailors were 
Kanakas and will reniain in Honolulu. As 
many more are left there, many of them un- 
proveded for. The barque Comet @ill bring 
as many as she can cg 4 and the American 
Consul is negotiating for a barque to carry 
another load to San Francisco. ‘The officers 
think a naval vessel should be sent to bring away 
the remainder. The whole 1200 were brought 
from the Arctic sea in six whalers, in addition 
to their crews and cargoes. The loss by the 
destruction of the fleet is about a million and a 
half dollars. The catch destroyed foots up 13,- 
065 barrels of whale oil, 965 sperm and 100,- 
000 pounds of bone. Some twenty of the 
captains of the wrécked vessels, and others 
.of the officers were passengers in the Moses 
‘Taylor.
